other large cities. Within a few days, 
beginning April 25, 1916, members of 
congress received from persons in all 
parts of the country bearing German- 


egrams. The messages came in several 
forme which, it afterwards was dis- 
closed, were sent out by the American 
Embargo conference, which paid for the 
transmission of the messages to Wash- 
ington. To receive the messages the 
telegraph companies here and in the big 
cities were forced to rally all telegraph 
operators they could get who worked 
night and day until the flood had been 
dispatched. 
Some of the Telegrams, 

The nature of the telegrams will be 
recalled. There were five altogether, 
but the following are samples: 

“Rumors persistent and apparently 
well grounded indicate the intention on 
the part of the administration to break 
relations with Germany, thus rendering 
war practically inevitable. Your con- 
stituents here are deeply concerned and 

urge that you use your utmost influence 
in and out of congress to prevent such 
enormous folly and crime.” 

Another of the telegrams said: | 

“Other constituents of yours join 
with me in informing you that we be- 
lieve the great masses of the people will 
resent being dragged into a war we must 
consider unnecessary. We appeal to 
you to lift your voice in opposing steps 
leading to war.”

When we offer the German people a large and 
generous helping of democracy, their reply is not 
a mere indignant None of your business”; it is 
a scandalized “ Good heavens, girs! What nation | 
on earth is freer than Germany?” As Hermann 
Fernau declares in his brilliant new book, “The | 
Coming Democracy,” there are in Germany “ hardly | 
a hundred, all told, who see the dynasty as it 
really is. Even those who only yesterday were 


for instance, the German Social Democrats—hur- 
ried in the hour of danger to ask pardon and to 
prove to the world that that. former anti-dynastic 


attitude was only put on.“ 
To Americans who have never talked monarchy 


a bit astounding even to Herr Fernau. Says he: 
If you tell your average German that Germany, 
constitutionally regarded, is no nation at all, but 
is only a dynasty, which, accordingly, means that 
the German fatherland does not belong to the 


polite, he will begin to be rude and wrathful. You 
can talk calmly with a Russian, a Turk, or an 
Asiatic about his dynasty, but hardly ever with a 
German. If he is not altogether speechless with 
amazement that one can talk about a dynasty as, 
about other things, then he generally becomes 
| frightened.” 

Patience, Herr Fernau! To the great mass of 
the German people the Hohenzollern dynasty is 
sacred. They, imbibed that idea in their cradles. 
It has been a kind of religious conviction ever 
‘since. Like other religious convictions, it rests 
not upon demonstrated or logically demonstrable 
fact, but upon faith. And faith to the devotee, 
whether political or religious, is more than a duty; 
it is a ‘prerogative. It is precious. It is to be 
guarded with all the vigilance and fortitude a 


shrug, or a well aimed shaft of ridicule may per- 
haps destroy it totally. A bishop is naturally 
amazed and frightened when you lay undevout 
hands on his creed. This is not because he denies’ 
your right to think for yourself; it is because vou 
are trying to rob him of his crosier, his whole 
occupation in this world, and, infinitely more seri- 
ous, his hope of bliss in the world to come.

HE first report on birthe ever is- 
sued by the United States census 
office has just appeared. The birth 
rate in that part of the United 

States where they have bi registra- 
tion is 24.9 per 1,000 population. The 
death rate among babies under 1 year 
of age is 100 per 1,000 births. 

The countries having the highest birth 
rates are: Russia, 44; Roumania, 42.5; 
Bulgaria, 40.2 Those having the low- 
est birth rates are: France, 19; Bel- 
gium, 22.6, and Ireland, 22.6. 

Twenty-one countries have a higher 
birth rate and eight a lower one than 
the United States. 

The birth rates of the more important

The English courts if, therefore, called 
upon to pronounce on the validity of any 
marriage contracted in England by the 
ex-Mrs. Van Valkenburg with the Duke 
of Oporto would, according to this prece- 
dent, undoubtedly deny its regularity 
and legitimacy on the same ground that 
they took in the Duke Henry of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin and Mrs. Gasquet- 
James case—namely, that if the Duke 
of Oporto had had his marriage with 
Mrs. Van Valkenburg performed in Eng- 
land it was with the sole view of evad- 
ing the laws of the land of his birth— 
namely: Portugal—and the laws of the 
land in which he had established his 
legal domicile—namely: Italy—which 
neither of them permit marriages of di- 
vorced people within their borders. 

It is difficult to understand what Mrs. 
Van Valkenburg expects to obtain by 
the marriage. It will certainly not 
bring her social advancement, but quite 
the reverse. It will from a social point 
of view prejudice the entire nobiliary 
class and all the royal families of Eu- 
rope against her, and in a religious 
sense the entire Catholic world, while 
under no circumstances will she be per- 
mitted to share any of the titles, honors, 
and prerogatives enjoyed by the duke 
as scion of a royal house.

At the present moment, when the fu- 
ture destinies of the Emerald isle are 
under discussion by the all-Ireland con- 
vention, in session at Dublin, it may be 
interesting to recall to those Sinn Fein- 
ers who are foolish enough to regard 
Germany as always friendly to their 
cause that Prince Bismarck was thor- 
oughly opposed to the grant of home rule 
to Ireland and frequently placed himself 

on record as such. 

Some years before the war Sir Wiliam 
Blake Richmond, the celebrated Royal 
academician, placed on record in the 
North. American Review conversations 
which he had had with the iron chancel- 
lor during a stay of four or five weeks 
that he had made at Friedrichsruhe to 
paint his well known portrait of the cre- 
ator of the present German empire. 

The prince declared that in his opinion 
it would have been “ very unwise to have 
granted home rule to Ireland at all and 
at any time.” It might at a pinch, and 
in the case of no alternative, have been 
conceded. when it was first proposed, 
“ but,” added he, “now after the sub- 
ject has been so widely discussed, so 
‘applauded on ‘one side and so denounced 
on the other, any government that gave 
it would be weakened in the eyes of all 
Europe, and the colonial dependencies of 
England would be endangered by such a 
concession. 

“It would certainly weaken Great Brit- 
ain’s hold upon India, where foreign in- 
fluences would assuredly exert them- 
selves and promote agitation in the In- 
dian press and among the natives with 
a view to obtaining home rule for Indie”

‘MINE HORRORS 


ONSIDERING what happened 
a few years ago in Colorado, 
it was a foregone conclusion 
that Mr. Upton Sinclair’s 
next novel would be founded 

on the coal industry, and 80, indeed, the 
Macmillan company has brought out 
“KING COAL.” Mr. Sinclair's first 
novel was followed by a federal Investi- 
gation ‘of the packing industry of Chi- 
cago. In this later case the novel fol- 
lows the investigation. It could not 
well havé been otherwise, for the investi- 
gators were soon on the ground. 

The scandal of Colorado mine manage- 
ment is too recent to be forgotten. It is 
upon some features of this that Mr. 
Sinclair has based his latest work. It is 
concerned with the attet t of a young 
collegian to investigate mining condi- 
tions. A student of sociology. he wished 
to learn at first hand what he had been 
studying. in theory. Coming ot a mine 
owning family himself gave him an ad- 
ditional interest in the work.

Disguising himself as a workman, he 
seeks employment at amine. Brutally 
rebuffed at first, he persists and finally 
gets work. The first third of the book is 
taken up with descriptions of the life be- 
low and above ground as he found it, 
By talking with the motley throng of 
workmen he learns of the conditions 
under which they labor; that they are 
virtual slaves of the company at whose 
stores they are obliged to trade; that the 
scrip payment system is in vogue; that 
they are cheated in weighing the coal 
they mine; that the city and county offi- 
cials are creatures of the company; and 
that the state mine inspectors are con- 
trolled by it.

to Gov. Lowden. :

I received no notice in this case, and 
I shall investigate and write to the gov- 
ernor about it.” 


Record in Parole Case. 

The records in the state’s attorney's 
office show that Joseph Staff, the con- 
viet paroled to Becker, was sentenced to 
the penitentiary March 17, 1915, for as- 
sault with intent to murder. His term 
was from one to fourteen years. 

He had been in trouble before, plead- 
ing guilty to petty larceny and being 
paroled for six months in 1914. He was 
arrested an a robbery charge in 1911, 
but the grand jury voted a no bill. He 
formerly lived at 1707 Freeman street. 

The Sportsmen's Club of America, 
sponsored by Mayor Thompson, yester- 
day was dragged into the city hall graft 
inquiry being conducted by Mr. Hoyne.

Harding. governor of the federal reserve 
board in Washington, advising.them that 
the board has approved a suggestion 
made recently by James 8. Alexander, 
president of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, in New York, asking that banks 
encourage the issuance of short term 
commercial paper for periods of not 
longer than four months. 

“ As the federal reserve bank can re- 

discount only paper which has not more 
than ninety days to run,” the letter 
reads, “it follows that if invegtments 
; banks are in six months 
paper on an average of only 50 per cent 
of such paper is available at any one 
time for rediscount; but should the in- 
vestments be in paper having four 
months or less to run, at least 75 per 
cent would, on an average, have not 
more than ninety days to run. 
»The board is of the opinion that the 
suggested call would greatly improve the 
banking conditions of the country, as 
the banks would make a turnover three 
times ‘a year instead of twice. The bor- 
rower in good credit would have no rea- 
sonable ground for complaint, and the 
borrower in doubtful credit would be 
strengthened. The banks themselves 
would be in position to meet contingen- 
cies with at least 50 per cent more con- 
fidence than under the existing borrow- 
ing conditions.”
